On 
the other hand, they declare, if the bill 
is defeated in the house, the proposition 
to increase the salaries of the judges 
wil] meet with strong opposition.

Among the important provisions of the 
bill are the following:

GEORGIA CANE OUTLOOK. 


Large Acreage in Ware County—The 
Experiment Station. 


Waycross, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—-The 
sugar cane crop in Ware county this 
year is about three times greater than 
ever before. Nearly every farmer in the 
county has at least a small patch of 
cane, and nearly every gardener in and 
around this city is trying his skill at 
sugar cane raising. A reasonable esti- 
mate places the acreage in sugar cane 
in Ware county this year 1,600. Dr. J. 
M. Spence, of Waresboro, Ware county's 
representative, has the largest cane fleld. 
He has. 65 acres, the greater part of 
which he will save for seed next year, 
planting at least a hundred or more 
acres in 1905. Mr. George R. Youmans 
has 22 acres of sugar cane in the near 
neighborhood of Waycross. The field of 
the Waycross Cane Growers’ Associa- 
tion is smaller than last year, they hav- 
ing only 20 acres planted.
